Report of Hit- Committee on .\~<:tur<>l 
rteee, T/uory and' Practice of 

'Hf'iching, and Rhetoric. 

The classes coming under our nop- 
sideration were the formal Class atffj 
those in Familiar .Science, Chsmistry 
Geology and Rhetoric. V.'c find it 
quite difficult,, in a brief report, to ev 
press onr ippfeciation of the examina. 
lion in those studies. We cannot par- 
tieulariz either tho classes or .studies 
without extending our report beyond 
proper limits, and hence shall give our 
views in general. 

On the part of the teachers there was 
an evident desire that *.iie pupil should 
distinctly apprehend and apply the 
principles of each study ; and the thor- 
oughness of the examination, on their 
part, left very little lor tbe Committee 
to do, hut to sit in judgment. The 
pupils were not allowed to ybp over any 
error, simply beoausi those p£e*i i '• tlid 
not deteot it or did nofoboose to notice 
it, but the teachers at once called at- 
tention to it, and the pupil COTtld not 
proceed until the error was porrcctod 
or the obscurity Bemoved. \N' -• 
lider this a very iniportntrt- piinciple 
and entitled to secure to them the C0I 

lidence ot tin w patrons and tht» grati- 
tude of their pupils. On the part >f 
the pupils there was manifest a cord al 
appreciation of the desite of their 
teachers for thoroughness, There was 
indicated a healthy and genial rivalry, 
prompting to close application, and a 
complete mastery of the tacts aod prin- 
ciples of their different studies;. and a. 
few questions were sufficient to show 
that they had a very correct appveUen. 
• trtinclpfes, and t)«.- ability to 
apply them n adily and correctly^ — 
There was, ot course,, a difference in 
individual recitations. Some showed a 
superior mental endowment, ami ethers 
had enjoyed superior advantages, i r 
lor a longer, time ; but there were few 
who did not give evidence of, having 
made a fair use of their privileges. — 
We conjd mention some pttpUg who 
made as good recitations as we eve,. 
heard under similar circumstances ; but 
it might seem invidious and discourage 
others. 

With the Normal Class, under the 
charge of Mrs. V. A. W. Shinier, we 
were especially pleased. We think 
they evinced very\ excellent, and some 
of them superior, qualifications tor the 
noble work to which they .ire loo) 
forward. Some of then have already 
demonstrated their aptness to h 
and enter into the work with azentand 
seal which cannot tail of sua-ess. We 
feel it but just, in closing, to say tha 
tire prostration ot the physical strength 1 - 
of the teachers garo evidence of the 
earnestness and anxiety with which 
they had applied] themselves to meet 
the responsibilities ol their position 
and merit the continuance of that con.
